A YEAR, A WEEK AND A DAY 


It was one year, one week and one day ago, on 
April Fools Day of 1965 that the Town Crier re- 
ported, on the front page, that oil had been found

Mr. Hatch is not trying to sweeten the waters of 
the Charles River, but is most certainly trying to 
augment the waters of the Ipswich,

The hearing, Tuesday morning 
in the State House, saw the Town 
of Lynnfield Water District asking 
to get into the Ipswich River Au- 

. thority, and the Town of Rockport 
asking to get out, Rene LaRivee, 
former Selectman of Wilmington 
asked that the committee eliminate 
all references to Middlesex County 

A total of 37 Wilmington resi- 
dents were present in the hearing 
room, together with Miss Alice 
LeBauer, Civics teacher in Wil- 
mington High School, 

The chairman, Senator Francis 
X Wall of Lawrence, gallantly ob- 
served that Miss ‘LeBauer did not 
appear to be any older than the 
pupils who were with her, several 
of whom spoke before the com- 
mittee. 

Senator Wall was most courteous 
to the Wilmington Students who 
were present - student Selectmen, 
School Committee, etc., elected in 
the program of the League of 
Women Voters, He assured Mich- 
ael Caira of Chestnut Street that 
‘he could speak for an hour’ when 
Caira was diffident about speaking 
before the legislative board, and 
he told Miss Fay D’Avignon, 
Student selectman, that she could 
speak and that ‘her father was a 
taxpayer’. 

The hearing lasted one hour and 
three minutes and had Selectman 
Bender of Wilmington leading the 
fight against the proposal, 


Broken Arm 


Representative Francis Hatch of 
Beverly, appearing with his arm 
in a sling because of a skiing ac- 
cident, told the Committee that 
nothing had been lost because the 
eminent domain provisions were 
being stricken from the bill, and 
that this was but the ‘first step’, 

Hatch said that the reporting 
date, in the bill, should be Jan, 
p, 1967, and that ‘the mantle had 
to be seized’ by the proposed Ip- 
swich River Committee because 
the work could not be done under 
state auspices alone. 

John Pierce of the Ipswich River 
Council told the committee that it 
was necessary to start ‘zeroing 
in’ onthe impoundment areas, and 
added that serious work had to be 
done about reactivating the old 
Middlesex Canal. 

Representative Frank Tanner of 
Reading was among those who ap- 
peared in favor of the bill. He 
said that he hoped for a broad re- 
presentation on the committee, and 
was willing to go along with the 
provisions, 

John Rogers ofthe Lynnfield Cen 
ter Water District told of the co- 
operation with North Reading and 
Peabody, in planning a billion gal- 
lon reservoir, The time had come, 
he sald, to lay aside the needs of 
individual towns and cities, and to 
stop ‘going alone’ He was very 
desirous of seeing that rights were 
protected, and recorded the Lynn- 
field Board. of Selectmen as being 
unanimously in favor,

He quieted tne auaiesice sutficient- 
ly for Mrs Kitchener to state that 
the Zoning By Law change would

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Selectmen’s Meeting 


More dogs than Republicans 


The subject was ‘dogs’ at the 
Selectemn’s meeting Tuesday night 
The meeting had to be on Tuesday 
because of the special town meeting 
of the night before. 

By the close of the evening the 
names ‘Brandy’ and ‘Duchess’ 
were as familiar as those of Ben 
der and Drew. The owners of 
Brandy, Duchess, and Lady Mar- 
garet had been called before the 
board for discussion of d written 
complaint to.the Board, lodged by 
Mr and Mrs George Clark of 
Chandler Road, 

Present to speak in defense of 
their pets were Mr and Mrs Alan 
C Fenton (Brandy), Mrs Richard 
Thackery (Duchess) and Henry J 
Mutter (Lady Margaret), 

Mr and Mrs Clark opened the 
discussion with a list of specific 
grievances against the dogs; Tip- 
ping over barrels, destruction of 
Personal property, and other ob- 
Jectionable acts performed in the 
Clark’s yard, 

Selectman Bender read a letter 
from Town Counsel Alan I Altman 
outlining the powers of the Select- 
men concerning the restraint of 
‘vicious and barking’ dogs, During 
the course of the discussion it 
became apparent that the afore- 
mentioned dogs were neither vi- 
cious nor excessively barking, 
though admitted by all to have 
certain nuisance qualities, 

The entire discussion threatened 
to end amicably once lines of com- 
munication were opened amongst 
the opposing parties, 


Leo Barry, who said he was not 
called to themeeting, but came as 
an interested party since he was 
“geographically located in the cen- 
ter of the three dogs’ spoke as a 
character witness in their behalf, 

Barry was not the only interested 
citizen to appear at the discussion. 
Mrs Frank McLean of Temple St. 
testified that Brandy was a frequent 
visitor in her hard, ‘If I had Mr. 
there sometime when that 160 Ib, 
dog of his jumps up to lick me in 
the face’ she said, ‘I'd probably 
strangle him,’ 

Mrs McLean sald that it should 
be clarified that the law pertains 
only to vicious or excessively 
barking dogs, to prevent further 
such discussions before the-Board 
of Selectmen, Bender agreed, say- 
ing that ‘viciousness’ was essential 
for a valid complaint. He added 
that he hoped further that such 
Problems could be settled within 
thé neighborhood, without recourse 
to the Board of Selectmen, 

Messrs Fenton and Mutter and 
Mrs Thackery all agreed that in 
the future they would keep their 
dogs restrained on Monday, rub- 
bish pick-up day. All agreed that 
they would do whatever they could 
to accommodate the Clarks in re- 
ference to their complaints against 
the dogs. Mr and Mrs Clark said 
they were willing to go half-way or 
more in settling the dispute. 

When Bender asked Barry to 
Serve as a neighborhood mediator 
for the dispute Barry replied;

Draft of the Ipswich River Bill (House 1115) 


AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
PROTECTION AND OPTIMUM 
DEVELOPMENT OF THE WA- 
TER RESOURCES OF THE IP- 
SWICH RIVER WATERSHED 


WHEREAS, the deferred opera- 
tion of this Act wouldtend to defeat 
its purpose, the immediate devel- 
opent of the water resources ofthe 
Ipswich River Watershed and re- 
lated land uses, therefore it is 
hereby declared to be anemergen- 
cy law, necessary for the protect- 
fon and development of the water 
resources and related land uses 
of the watershed, 

Section 1, There is hereby 
established the Ipswich River Wa- 
tershed District, hereinafter 
called the district, consisting ofall 
the cities and towns within the 
watershed of the Ipswich River, 
plus the cities of Lynn, Peabody, 
Salem and Beverly now using water 
from said river, and the towns of 
Essex and Manchester and the city 
of Gloucester. 

Section 2. There shall be a Dis- 
trict Advisory Board consisting of 
a member of the Board of Select- 
men or other person diesignated 


by the Selectmen of each of the 
towns who shall be water supply 
personnel in the district, a member 
from each water district in the 
region, and the Mayor of each of 
the said cities in the district, or 
his designee, The commissioner 
of the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health or his designee, 
the Commissioner of Natural Re- 
sources or his designee, the Chair- 
man of the Massachusetts Water 
Resources Commission, or his 
designee, and a representative of 
the Ipswich River Council of the 
Essex County Greenbelt Associa~ 
tion and of the Salem and Beverly 
Water Supply Board shall be non- 
voting members of the Board, The 
advisory board shall serve without 
compensation and shall meet onthe 
first Monday of the months of May 
and November or oftener as re~ 
quired, It shall elect annually a 
chairman and secretary from its 
membership and shall keep re- 
cords of its deliberations and ac- 
tions and its recommendations to 
the commission established by Sec 
tion 3 of this “Act.

and other appropriate reports and 
pertinent information to develop a 
basic plan for the optimum devel- 
opment of water and related land 
resources of the Ipswich River 
Watershed, The commission shall 
propose legislation necessary to 
enable it to carry out its recom- 
mendations, 

Section 5, The district may enter 
into agreements with the State or 
federal governments, or any agen- 
cy of either, or any corporation, 
commission or board authorized by 
the state and federal government, 
to grant or loand money to, or 
otherwise assist in the financing 
of projects, and to accept grants 
and borrow money from any 
agency, corporation, commission 
or board as may be necessary or 
desirable to carry out the purposes 
of the chapter, 

Section 6, The commission may 
expend for engineering and other 
assistance and other expenses such 
sums as may be appropriated there 
for, Nothing in this act shall au- 
thorize the construction of water 
impoundments within the Town of 
Wilmington. 

Section 7, The commission shall 
report, with preliminary plans, 
Proposals and proposed legis- 
lation, to the general court on or 
before the fourth Wednesday in 
January, nineteen hundred and six- 
ty-seven,

THE TEXT OF SELECTMAN 
BENDER'S BILL (HOUSE 3213) 


An Act Limiting The Service of 
Members of All Elected Boards, 
Committees or Commissions of the 
Town of Wilmington to Two Con- 
secutive Terms, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows; 

Section 1, Nothwithstanding any 
contrary provision of law, nomem~= 
ber of anelected board, committee, 
or commission of the town of Wil- 
mington shall serve for more than 
two consecutive terms onthe same 
board, committee or commission, 

Section 2, This act shall be sub- 
mitted to the voters of the town of 
Wilmington at the annual town meet 
ing or a special town meeting inthe 
current year in the form ofthe fol- 
lowing question, which shall be 
placed upon the official ballot, to be 
used for the election of town offi- 
cers at said meeting, or incase ofa 
Special town meeting, upon the

Bender stated that the propo- 
nents of the bill, in not notifying 
Wilmington of the proposed re- 
visions, had broken faith with the 
Town of Wilmington, and he urged 
that the bill be killed. The passage 
of the bill, he said, would have a 
devastating effect on Wilmington, 

Bender said he was willing to 
sit down with Representative Hatch 


and ready to participate in any 
discussion, 

Rene LaRivee urged that the 
committee eliminate any reference 
to Middlesex County, and that the 
bill be one just for Essex County 
alone. 

He was not opposed to Conser- 
vation, he said, as he had been in- 
strumental in the forming of Wil- 
mington’s Conservation commis- 
sion, but he was definitely opposed 
to House 1115, which takes away 
the right of Wilmington to govern 
its own territory.

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Wilmington will have but one 
vote, LaRivee sald ‘and imagine 
the chance Wilmington will have 
with that!” 

Stanley Webber of the Wilming- 
ton chamber of Commerce was 
opposed. The impact on the wil- 
mington econemy, he told the Com~ 
mittee would be almost 10%. 2% 
of the tax base would be lost, 

Herbert Colby, Grace Drive, 
pointed out that Wilmington had 
had the foresight to plan ahead, 
and now was being penalized, by 
other communities who had only 
hindsight. 

It was a credit, he said, to the 
town fathers of Wilmington that 
the town was so advanced, and if 
there had been any inkling that the 
Middlesex Canal would have been 
needed he felt that the Planning 
Board would have taken cognizance 
and not allowed all the homes to

Dear Larz; 

To clarify statements which ap- 
peared in an out of town paper

I did NOT speak of the ‘evils’ 
of drink; I was merely pointing 
out how naive the promoters must 
think the people of Wilmington are 
when I read a news item from the 
Town Crier: ‘Contrary to public 
opinion, Mr Green declared, the 
stadium was not dependent on sport 
ing events for its main revenie,’ 
Still quoting, ‘National conven- 
tions,.. oll and steel companies, 
and many other groups, want to 
use the proposed stadium for their 

~etings, Many of them were 
sing of three to ten day con- 
ventions,’ ‘, . . Green also told 
the Town Crier that he did not see 
any necessity of having to sell 
alcoholic refreshments at the pro- 
posed stadium, Plans for any 
sale of beer or other liquors 
simply did not exist, he declared,’

The two articles had the ap- 
proval of the majorities of both 
the Planning Board and the Board 
of Selectmen. A brand new Fi- 
nance Committee was present to 
endorse the recommendations of 
the Planning Board, 

Once the first of the twoamend- 
ments, the Zoning By- Law amend- 
ment, was passed by a 525 vote 
majority, easy passage was ex- 
pected of the Bullding By-Law 
amendment. Planning Board mem- 
ber Austin Rounds tossed an un- 
anticipated ‘curve’ into the pro- 
ceedings when he questioned the 
leaglity of the article on that ba- 
sis that no public hearing had been 
held, 

Wood, brandishing a Town Crier 
clipping, approached Rounds, say- 
ing ‘You discussed {t at your hear- 
ing! It’s right here if you wish 
to read about it’, 

Rounds asked that the Town 
Counsel rule on whether or not the 
Planning Board could hold hearings 
on the Building By-Law. 

Alan I Altman stated, in replay, 
that it was his understanding that no 
public hearing was necessary on a 
Building By-Law amendment, 

With this objection quashed, Cut- 
ter called for a vote. A voice vote 
overwhelmingly carried the article 

The special town meeting began 
at 8:15 pm, with Selectman Bender 
moving Artile 1, an appropriation 
for filing a petition in Land Court,

Kevin McKelvey of Border Ave- 
nue, spoke against the article.

The motion to table lost, with 
only the McKelveys, father and 
son, voting for it. The motion 
on the article carried easily on 
a voice vote at 8:29 pm ~ 

Article 2, a proposal for en- 
larging a water main, was passed 
over unanimously, on a voice vote 
on motion of Selectman Bender, 

Article 3, which proposed that 
the Selectmen be authorized to 
appoint a Community Action Coun- 
cil Advisory Committee with the 
authority to plan and conduct anti- 
poverty programs, was moved by 
Bob Evans, Evans explained to 
the town meeting that Operation 
Head Start was the only program 
presently contemplated, but ad- 


vised that the town put itself in a - 


Position to take advantage of fe- 
deral monies available under the 
Program. The article passed on 
a voice vote at 8:33 pm
